At one time he was employed by the National Labor Relations 
Board in New York City. In 191*2 KRAMER came to Washington, D. C., and was " 
employed by the Senate Subcommittee on the War Mobilisation, which committee 
was known as the Kilgore Committee. In 19l*3 KRAMER was employed by the 
Office of Price Administration and was for a period of time on loan by the I 
Office of Price Administration to the Senate Military Affairs Committee. J 

Later he was again loan**! from the Office of Price Administration to the 
office of Senator CUUDErPiFPER, having his office located in the Unit«P'^<f^ 
States Capitol Building ^joining Senator PEPPER'S suite. At the present 
time KRAMER is not employed on ary official Government or legislative 
committee payroll and investigation reveals he has no regular salary income 
at the present time. KRAMER is working for Senator PEPPER full time in / 
preparing speech material and doing research work for Senator PEPPER in ft 
connection with labor legislation. KRAMER has stated that he is engaged if 
full time yfn an effort to “tone down labor legislation*. KRAMER, assisted : — 
by HERBERTa SCHDBuEL , is doing considerable research work and is known to

\ At 12:57 P. M. the Agent observed CHARLES KRAMER coming out 

ofi his house and getting into his car. KRALIER then drove doim 3l*th Street 
south to Seminary Road, and then to Shirlington Shopping Center. He drove 
into a parking space facing the curb outside a bakery in the shopping center, 
remaining there only a few minutes . Without getting out of t he car, he 
backed up and drove off 100 yards or so and into the parking area of the 
Acme Motor Company which is located in this shopping center. He remained in 
the parking area approximately twenty seconds, drove out and to the right 
where he turned around in an open space, stopped for perhaps ten seconds, 
then proceeded out of the neighborhood of the shopping center and drove 
approximately 500 yards down a highway to the right. He turned around on 
this highway and retraced his course past the Shirlington Shopping Center 
through Parkfairfax. (Parkfairfax is a real estate development adjacent to 
Fairlington.) 


ttramkr pursued his course down Martha Custis Drive into Valley 
Drive. At the end of Valley Drive he turned left into Old Glebe Road. 

When he leached South Glebe Road, he turned to the right and went down South 
Glebe Road to Uhle Street. At this point on South Glebe Road there is a 
bus passenger shelter. CHARLES KRAMER got out of his car and. went over to 
the refuse can which stands at the bus passenger shelter. He placed some- 
thing in the can but the Agent, being some 200 yards in back of him, was 
n n av» > to determine the nature of this material from this distance. 


KRAMER, after the passage of one minute, got back into his 
car and pursued a circuitous and devious route from River Road to Braddock 
Road, wheeling around maiy blocks, including Crescent Drive and other 
side roads where there was almost no traffic. Due to the decided effort on 
KRfiaER's part to lose any surveillance it was decided more discreet by the 
Agent to drop the surveillance at this point. 


With all possible speed the Agent returned to the refuse can 
at Uhle Street on South Glebe Hoad in South Arlington. The Agent arrived at 
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the refuse can at 1:25 P. M., approximately fifteen minutes after KRAaER de- 
parted therefrom.
